Honoured Sir, 

HAVE peruſed the Account of the Soldiers Pa- 
pers, or Defence of his Speculum, which you 
were pleaſed to communicate. to me ; and find 
his Defence to be a continued Series of imbit- 
tered railings and fooliſh reaſonings blended 

ether in an affected and illiterate ſtile. Such Brava- 

does would deſerve no conſideration , much leſs any 
ſerious Anſwer , if the clamours and.-confidence of 
our Adverfaries did not require it, and every Pamph- 
let unanſwered, were not by an unwary ſort of men 
eſteemed unanſwerable. However ſuch labours we 
eſteem not grievous, and are ever ready to diſcover 
the ſophiſms and falſity of the moſt impertinent Pa- 
per, if Truth may thereby receive any advantage, and 
the more unlearned Catholicks of the Church of Exg- 
land be preſcrved from Error and Illufion. We cannot - 
hope any convidtion of ſuch an Adyerſary as this, who 
ſeems to have laid aſide all conſirations of Moral, 
as well as Chriſtian Religion ; and in. writing this 

Pamphlet-, not fo much to have ſought the finding 

out of Truth, as to have gratified a moſt violent de- 

fire of revenge: Certainly ſuch calumnies and railings, 

fuch paſſionate and vehement aſperſions, argue not a 

Chriſtian and Religious temper of mind, and may 

juſtly induce us 80 fuſpeR; that if the Church of _ 
at

"hath degenerated from the more pure Chriſtianity, 
ſome of the more - zealous Sectaries of that Church 
have departed from Ohriftianity it felf. Snch ftrange 
and imbitter'd Calumnies were never uſed by the Hea- 
then Perſecutors againſt the ancient Chriſtians, and 
may alone ſuffice to. refute all the Arguments . and 
Reaſons of our Adverſary : Since Truth needs not the 
.aſliſtance of ſuch exorbitancies ; and 'that Spirit of 
God, which teadeth into. all Truth , is the,profelſed 
Enemy of them, and fo cannot be ſuppoſed to accom- 
pany them. | 

As for what peculiarly concerns the 'Specu/um, and 
may oppofe my Refletions on it ( for I inteadeo 
meddle with no more) it is fo weak and trifling, ſo-in- 
conclufive and irrational, that I might ſuperſede all 
farther labour , and remit the meaneſt Reader to my 
former Refleions upon the Speculum : If your com- 
mands and a ſcrupulous care for the concerns of Truth 
did not oblige me to make ſome Animadverſions upen 
this Defence of the Speculum. To paſs by then his 
frequent digreſſions, extrancous Controverſies, Perſo- 
nat Accuſations, and general Calumnies againſt all the 
Reformers and Reformed Churches, which you may 

eaſe.to conſider, whether they deſerve an. Anſwer 

m a more Learned Pen : I will inſiſt only upon 
what ſtriatly concqagns the Speculam. And firſt I ma 
obferve the ſtrange 1 norance and confidence of thus 
man, 'how devoid of all knowledg of Antiquity, and 
unacquainted with the rules and methods of argui 
received among all Learned men,who thinks iteno 
ro oppoſe the authority of Binius, Coccius, or ſome 
other Writer of his Party, to the many and unanſwe- 
rable Arguments produced by you, againſt ſame Wri- 
tings of the Ancients alledged in the Speculum, La 
cularly

cularly againſt the.Bovks of St. Ambroſe, De Sacra- 
mentis, As if we were now inquiring the opinion of 
Binizs, and not the truth of things ;- or that we would 
forego plain and manifeſt Arguments, for the Autho- 
rity of ſome Zealot of the Church of Rowe. If in- 
deed we maintained theſe Books to be ſpurious merely 
upon the Authority of ſome Reformed Criticks,. and 
could produce no arguments for our opinion, no Con- 
felljont of Learned Adverſaries in favour of it ; This 
way of arguing might perhaps be allowed , and the 
Authority of thoſe inte Roman Criticks __ 
Jhſtly ' be produced. But we plead not the fole Ay- 
thoriry of our own Divines, but the merits of the 
cauſe , the reaſon of things, and evidence of A 

ments. To which if we add the Confefion of 

more - ſincere and learned Romanifts, 2 Confeflion 
which could be extorted by nothing elſe but the force 
of 'Triith, the Controverſy awry uy noms por 
And to 0 the Authority of ſome few Popiſh Cri- 
ticks, will be not only unreaſonable, but ridiculons 
This I am well aſſured of, that the Reader will find no 
Writing cited by the Speculzam under the name of 
any Ancient , rejeted by me as ſpurious ,. but up- 
on Arguments oft-times unanſwerable , but always 
highly probable : To which the Confeſſion of 
fome learned Romazifts is for the moſt part adjoi- 
.. But to proceed to a particular confideration of what 
our Author offers in Defence of his Specalum , I will 
follow his Order , and begin with the Books of St. 
Ambroſe, De Sacramentis. Theſe Sir , you had in 
your Account .of the Conference with the Je- 
fur, fully proved not to be the genuin Work of 
that Father; and therefore in ing rhe Spe- 
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culum , 1 contented my ſelf to fay little to it--" This 
our Author undertakes to. defend, but. inſtead - of 
anſwering your. Arguments, and thoſe,of Cardi- 
nal- Bona , cited by you , produceth . the Authort- 
ty of Bellarmin and Poſſevin; urgeth indeed a weak 
Argument in the words - of Pofſevin ; but which 
might equally ſerve all the. confeſſedly ſpurious Wri 
tings of the Ancients. As that it. was Eight hundred 
ears ſince,..cited under ,the name of St. Ambroſe, .by 
ranfranc, Guilmud, and others. For moſt of thoſe 
numerous forgeries obtruded upon: the World. under 
the names of $ Cyprian, Hierom,. Augaſtin,, and other 
great men,whichare an all hands allow'd tp be {puriou, 
/ere writ before theſe. times;{and fo: eaſily impoſed 
upon latter: Writers, who had neither thoſe. opporcant 
ties, nor that skill to diſcern the ſpurious and genuin 
Works of the Ancients, which the preſent enjoY$ 
As for Poſſevin's other argument, that theſe Books are 
of a like Stile with thoſe, De initzandis Myſteriis, it is 
wholly falſe in the judgment of Cardinal Boxa, a far 
more accurate and learned Writer. Certainly, in the 
laſt, the old 7talick Verſion; in the former , the 
Vulgar Verſion of the Scriptures, is uſed ;. although 
this Verſion was not compoſed and publiſhed till ſome 
years after St. Ambroſe's death. Be/armin offers no- 
thing in defence of this Work , but only. reckoning 
up all the Writings of St. Ambroſe, according; ta 
the printed Editions, giveth. to this a place amang 
them. ”y 
I come next to the Third Epiſtle of Pope Anacletas ; 
which our Author defends with ſuch an Argument as 
plainly diſcovers a moſt palpable and deplorable igno- 
rancezs that the Firſt and Second Epiſtles,and the De- 
crees of Anacktus might with equalreaſon be A” 


to Dr.” Temiſon s Letter 
if they were not all equally, and upon the fame ac- 
count rejected by all Learned men of both Commu- 
nions- | What follows, maniſeſts a no leſs groſs igno- 
rance of Hiſtory ,” That. there is as good authority 
to: prove they. are all genuin, as that there ever was 
ſuch a man as Anac/etus. For all Hiſtorians and Wri- 
ters of all Ages, whogive us a Catalogue of the Popes 
of Rome , fail not to number Anacletus among them : 
bat no- one makes any mention of his Decretal Epiſtles - 
before the end of the Ninth Age: Our Author for 
a farther proof of this matter, refers us to Binius. But 
his Argument is no leſs unfatisfatory, amounting to 
no more than this, ( a) that an ancient Manuſcript 
Copy of the Liber Pontificalis, affirms Anacletas 'to 
have. writ Two Decretal Epiſtles : Since this Liber 
Pontificalrs is at moſt no older than the Ninth Age , 
and conſequently: of no better authority than the 
Epiſtles themſelves. Not to ſay, That this paſſage, if 
true, plainly excludes the Third Epiſtle defended by 
our Author ; a manifeſt Argument, that he either ne- 
ver himſelf conſulted Binzus, or that he is not ſo quick- 
ſighted; as he would ſeem to be. | 
The Arabick Canons of the Council of: Nice , we 
have ſufficiently proved to be ſpurious by: ſeyeral Ar- 
guments, to which we may add their frequent'menti- 
on of Patriarchs, a term unknown to the Church till 
the end of the Fourth Age. Our Author-defends them 
by the authority of 7arriav, Alph, Piſanus, Coccins, and 
Guatterus Their judgment we. alldui.not ; theif Ar- 
guments we will conſider. They ariſe to this ; That 
the African Biſhops would never have ſent into the 
Eaft, for a Copy of the Nicene Canons,if they had not 
been afſured, that more Canons had been made,'-than 
thofe XX. which they had already : ray Oo 
TY B 2 Atha- 
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dt banaftus it his Epiſtle to Pope Marcus, affirms Eighty 
_ have _w_ enacted in the Council. As for 
the laſt ., that Epiſtle is an evident forgery of latter 
times, ( moſt probably of fdore Mercator) as all Ort- 
ticks of the Church of Rowe allow, not one exempted : 
And' then for the Caſe of the Africa Biſhops, ' it 15No- 
torious that they ſent into 'the Eaſt, not upon the 
imaginary hopes of - receiving any more Canons, 
than thoſe they had: already', but only ta deliver: 
themſelves from the vexatious Ufurpations ' of the' 
Biſhops of Rowe , pretending that a larger pow- 
er had been given to them by the Council, than 
the: vulgar Copies of the Canons of it did inſt, 
nuate. 

[t_ will not be amiſs for the fimilitude of the Args- 
ment to conſider in the next place , what he offers in 
defence of - the Book 'De Cana Domini , publiſhed un- 
der St. Cypriax's name.; our Anthor at firſt: ſeems to- 
allow this to bave been ſpurious ; but then repenting, 
of his Conceſſion, by a note annexed endeavours to de- 
fend.it, but with ſuch arguments as would equally 
ſerve all the ſpurious Writings of the. Ancients: As that 
we have it delivered to us in St. Cypriar's name ; for 
any thing we certanly know, ever ſince his days, 
therefore not certain, but from his own hand : That 
. _ there is nothing in it contrary to the Dofrine of 
God's Holy Church; Laſtly, That we cannot tell 
who beſides Cypriax was the true Author of it, or. 
who firſt intruded it into the World, Now take any 
of the confeſiedly ſpurious Writings of the Fathers, for 
example the Treatiſes De duplici Martyrio, and De 
Diſpofitione Cane, commonly aſcribed to St. Cyprian, 
wich oo man in his right wits can deny to be fu 
poſitiziougzAll theſe arguments may equally be accom- 


modated 


to Dio Tenifon's Letter, 
modated to them,nay with much greater Reaſon,fince 
the true Author of theſe cannot be affigned, whereas 
the Author of the Book de Cera Domini is moſt cer- 
tainly known, as may be ſcen in the following Papers; 
and herein our Author is moft unhappy in chuſing to 
make his challenge (as he doth ) chiefly in refpect 
of this Book , whoſe Author is more clearly known 
* than that of any other ſpurious Writing of oy Fncieng 
whatſoever 1 cannot but wonder this confiderit and 
tearned -man- ſhould at laſt allow himfelf to have 
miſtaken inciting St. Cyril for St, Fierom : but then 
this Confeſſion ſolves nat all the difficulties of that 
as he vainly imagines ; and.clearly proves 
that he confulted 'not - himſelf thoſe Fathers whom 
he citeth , but only took them up at the fecond 
hand. | 
There remains only the Controverſie of the Preſi- 
dence of Pope Syiveffer in the Council of Nice, of 
Pope Leo'in that' of Chakedon, and. igilins in tlie Se+ 
cond of Conftantimapte; wherein our Author doth moſt 
warinly eDBage, and employeth all the, force of his 
Reading and Learning. Here before I refute the mi- 
ſtakes and falſities'sf our Author, I wilt,0bſerye, That 
if we ſhould grant alf this, it would bring neither any 


advantage-to the Church of Rowie, nor prejudice to the: 


Church-of Eug/ard'; for in the Ancient Councils, the: 
Prefidence of any Biſhop included not any ſuch Power, 
as the Pope hath in latter Wefers Councils claimed 
and exerciſed * [tthe Ancient 'Councils every Biſhop:

Legates preſided among the 
Biſhops-; indeed after the Rights -of the- ſeveral Pa- 
.triarc were ſetled, this precedency of place was ever 
giyen to the' Pope or his Legates, if preſent, becauſe 
Fo See was the Thief City of the Empirez"but then 
this precedency included a meer priority of place; no 
FTuperiority of Power : If the Pope were not- preſent 
either by himſelf or his Leg LAgArS and the-matter to be

Gentleman vainly imagineth we dare not undertake to 
maintain This is a matter of fa&: to find ont the 
truth of:which,;we are to conſult, -not the teſfimony-of 
Binivs, or opinion 'of latter Authors: ' but theancient 
Records and Monuments of the Church, the Adts of the - 
Council, and Hiſtorians of thoſe times. All theſe te- 
ſtific that Z7oftus, not Sylvefter, or his Legates; preſided 
over. the Council ; and the-pretence of Fofrus his ating 
inthe quality of Sy/vefter's. Legate, is ſo frivolous, that it 
might with equal ſhew: of truth be applied to the mean-- 
eſt Biſhop in the Chriſtian Church. As for our. Author's 
reaſon ofa greater probabiliry,that theBiſhop of the chief 
City of the world ſhould prefide,than the Brſhop of the 
inaconſiderable Town of. Corduba,itis of noweight when 
oppoſed to 1o many and ſo great authorities _— 
a-matter of fa& ; and is of no validity, but in cafe © 
equal circumſtances, which here cannot be had.” For 
Hofius, had acquired to himſelf an infinite veneration 
both-in the Eaſtern and Weſtern Church, intirely = 
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ed. the favour of the Emperor Conftantine, and had been. 
before employed by him to' call a Council at Alexau-

"The Synodical Epiſtle of the Council to:SylveReer, re- 

preſented at large by our Author, is moſt certainly

The two firſt ſpeak not one ward of the Pre- 

ſidence of the Pope in'the Council, but only that him- 

ſelf was abſent, and his Legates YVitus and Yincentius 

preſent. Where omitting Foftus, the chief Legate of 

'the Pope in the opinion of Bizzus and our Author, 

while they pretend to acquaint us with the names of 

the Legates, they plainly intimate that Z7ofw was no 

Legate. 'Rufinus faith no more than that the Emperor 

ed the Council, ex Sacerdotum Sententia, by the ad- 

vice of the Biſhops, which no more reſpes the Pope 

than any other Biſhop of the Church whatſoever ; and 

moſt probably is to be referred to thoſe Eaſtern Biſhops 

oaly, which were then abont- the Emperor. Photizs 

ning up the chief Biſhops of the-Council, - ranks 

in the firſt place Alexander Biſhop of Alexandria, and 

then the Popes, whom he faith to have been preſentt 
by their Legates, Ytus, Vinceatius, and Hoſts, Bu 
firſt this teſtimony is rather prejudicial to our Author 
fince it-plainly makes Alexander Prefident of the Conn 
-cil ; and then Photius lived too long after the Council 
to invalidate by his teſtimony. the authority 'of fo r1a- 
'ny Hiſtorians comemiporery to the-Qouned Fanny 
ſince 
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. ſince he hath committed a grols-miſtake in this very 
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matter. For he.affirmeth the Council to have been held 
under. the Popedoms of Sylvefer and» Falius, the firſt 


of which ſent Yitus, the ſecond Yincentius, as their Le- 


gates to it ; whereas Fa/ius obtained not the*Popedom 
till- eleven years after the Council of Nice was ended. 


.Ia the Acts indeed of the Fourth General Council, Cox- 


Fantine and Sylveſter are faid to have called the Coun- -- 
cil.of Nice ; but we are not now enquiring who called, 
but who preſided over the Council of Nice. Beſides, if 


.cither our ſubject required it, or. our intended brevity 
permitted it, it might be fully proved from greater 
and more ancient Authorities, that. this teſtimony alſo 


is erroneous, and that Sy/veſter had no hand in calling 


.the Council. I chooſe rather to obſerve the unpardona- 


ble ofcitancy and ignorance of our Author, who. citeth 


the opinion and aftrmation of BRinius (a), as the very (s) Hiſt.Conc.

The Preſidence of Pope Leo in the Council of Chal- 
cedon, is next to be conſidered ; and. here we deny 
not that his Legates fat before all the other Biſhops, 
gave their Vote in the firſt place, and ſubſcribed before 
all others.

the Legates of :Rowe obſtiriately contended, that the 
Circular Epiſtle of 'Pope Leo ſhould be ſubſcribed by 
all che:Biſhops of the Council ; the Fathers unanimoul- 
ly oppoſed it, crying out that nothing ſhould be ſub- 
ſcribed, . but the Defnitions of the Council; and that 
if any difliked theſe their Proceedings, they might get 
them {gone to Rowe, 'To'which may be added, that 
all the Canons of - this :Council' were made not only 
without the Knowledg , but againſt the Proteſtation 
of the Legates.” Whereas, had themſelves preſided in a 
ſtrict and proper Senſe, neither could have any Canons 
been formed in their Abſence, nor could their Proteſta- 
tions have been over-ruled. The Epiſtle of Pope Leo to 
the' Council, cited by our Author, mtimates no more 
than this Honorary Priority of his Place, which his 
Legates ſhould enjoy in his ſtead ; and the pronouncing 
of Sentence againſt Dzoſcorus by the Legates, proves 
no' more':. For all the Biſhops in Order, pronounced 
Sentence againſt him, and condemned him every one 
in their own names; ſo, that if, for that Reaſon, the 
Legates preſided. every Biſhop of the Council may be 


faid to have preſided alſo. Nor doth the Synodical 


Epiſtle of the Council to Pope Leo, neceſlarily imply 
any thing beyond the Execution of this Priority of 
Place, performed by his Legates :.. Upon the account 
of which they metaphorically ſtile him a Head, pre- 
ſiding over the Members; a Title which might have 
been giyen to the Princeps' Sexatus among, the Romans, 
=" <o0p dignity carried not the leaſt Authority along 
with it. 

That Pope Yig/lius preſided over the Council of 
Conſtantinople, he wonders we are not aſhamed to de« 
ny ; and for Confirmation of this bold Aſſertion, ap- 
peals to the Acts of that Council.

Theſe are the only Arguments, Reaſons and Autho.

S ſoon as I had finiſhed theſe Papers, I received a 
f ſhort Pamphlet of Half a Sheet, wherein the 
Author pretends in a few lines to Enervate all the 
Arguments, and ſolve the Objetions brought againſt 
Tranſubſtaxtiation in the Six Conferences publiſhed by 
Dr. 7eniſon.. In fo ſhort a Refutation we might juſtly 
expect ſome ſtrange and undeniable Demonſtration ; 
but in truth can ſcarce diſcover Reaſon : For to paſs by 
his Flouriſhes in the beginning, and threats in the end, 
the Sum of this whole Paper may be referred to theſe 
Three Arguments : Firſt, That Abraham's Senſes were 
no leſs deceived in ſuppoſing he ſaw an Angel, when his 
Senſes aſſured him it was a man, than ours are in the 
matter of Tranſubſtantiation, and yet we are obliged to 
believe the former : That altho our Senſes deceive us 
in their report of the Euchariſt, yet it cannot be thence 
concluded they may deceive us in every thing elle, 
but only 1n things which have the fame Circumſtances, 
which Circumſtances are, that here intervenes a Proof 
more prevalent ( Divine Revelation ) whichis of a far 
greater force than either Senſe or Reaſon. Thirdly, 
That every Infidel to be converted, will acknowledg 
one God, Infinite in Perfeftion, and therefore ſeeing 
Truths which we cannot underſtand ; that he can re- 
veal theſe Truths, otherwiſe his Power would be limi- 
ted 3 and that he can oblige his Creatures to be- 
lieve them, otherwiſe his Authority would be not 
Infinite.

To the Firſt I anſwer, That Abrahams Senſes were ' 


not not at all deceived in making their report, when 
an Angel appeared in the ſhape of a man ; for nothing 
but bodies are the Objects of Senſe, which diſcerneth 
the diverſity of thoſe bodies by the ſeveral impreſſions 
which they receive from them;if then Abraham's ſenſes 
after all poſſible trial, aſſured him, that was the body 
of a man (or a human body ) which was before him, 
they were not deceived ; it was moſt certainly a hu- 
man body, and poſſeſſed both the Subſtance and Acci- 
dents of it ; whether that body was actuated with an 
aſſiſtant Angel, or an united ſoul, was not to be deter- 
mined from. the report of the ſenſes ( for imma- 
terial Beings, ſuch as Angels and Souls, are not 


the Objects of them ) but from other Arguments. - 


The fecond Argument is frivolous. For firſt, If 
certain objes of our Senſe car have ſuch circum- 
ſtances as that the Senſes muft unavoidably be 
deceived in the report which they make of them ; and 
whether they have ſuch circumſtances can be known 
only by Divine Revelation ; which Divine Revelation 
is ſuppoſed to intervene only in the cafe of Tranſub/tan- 
tiation : There may be infinite other caſes, wherein 
other bodies alſo may no leſs illude the Senſes, although 
God hath not thought fit to reveal them to us : And 
conſequently, the report of our Senſes mult in all caſes 
be uncertain. But then here are no ſuch circum- 
ſtances, as our Author imagins, I mean a proof more 
prevalent, and of far greater force than either ſenſe 
or reaſon, For Divine Revelation is nv {uch proof. 
For that fuch a Revelation was made, we know only 
from the report of others ; and therefore have no more 
than a Moral evidence of it : Whereas that the Conſe- 
crated Elements are yet Bread and Wine, we are ” 
jured:

ſured not only from the report of others conſulting 
their Senſes, and conſequently by an equal-Moral Ev1- 
dence ; but alſo (which is far greater Authority )by the 
experience and teltimony of our own Senſes. Thirdly, 
Although God be infinite, and therefore ſees Truths 
which we cannot underſtand : Yet he cannot ſee thoſe 
to be truths, which we muſt neceſſarily conclude to 
be. contradictions, if. we judg. according to the' firſt 
principles of Nature, and diQtates of Reaſon. Other- 
wiſe either God muſt be an Irrational being ; or he 
muſt have created us in ſuch a ſtate, wherein although 
ating according to our Reaſon , we muſt neceſfarily 
judg true to be falſe , even in matters which are the 
proper objects of our Reaſon, ſuch as are the natures 
and properties of all ſenſible bodies. Or if we ſhould 
grant God can ſee theſe apparent contradictions to be 
truths, yet he cannot reveal them to us with an 
obligation of Belief, unleſs he firft changeth our Na- 
ture, and giveth us ſuch a Soul as may form quite 
different Notions of. things from our preſent concepti- 
ons. As for our Adverſaries argument, That other- 
wiſe the Power of God would be limited, and his Au- 
thority become finite ; it is wholly vain. For alt will 
grant that the Authority of God ſuffereth no diminu- 
tion by his inability to perform an unjuſt a& ; ſuch as 
would be to oblige men to believe a Propoſition, 
which, if they a&-according{'to that nature andreaſon 
which he hath given them, they muſt neceſſarily re- 
je, at leaſt cannot admit.

J E firſt Council of Nice, Can. 39. Abrab. Defined, That he who holds the Sce of 


Rome, is the Head and Chiet of all the Patrtarchs, ſeeing he is the firſt, as Peter 
to whom power is given over all Chriſtian Princes, and all their People, as he who i 
Vicar of Chriſt our Lord over all People, and the Univerſal Church of Chriſt ; an 


he who ſhall contradi& this, is Excommunicated by the Coun:il. This Council alſo de- » 


fined, lib, 3. Decret. de Divina Menſa, That the Lamb of God which takes away the 
fins of the World, is placed upon the Sacred Table ro be ſacrificed by the Prieſt 
unbloodily : And that we receiving his precious Body and Blood, do believe theſe 
things to be Signs of our Reſurreion. And in Can. 18. Ir calls the bleſſed Eu- 
chariſt, the Body and Blood of Chriſt. Aud in Can. 14. it faith, That Deacons (who 
have no power to ofter Sacrifice ) ought not to give the Body and Blood of Chriſt 
to Prieſts who have ſuch power. The ſame Council in C. 65. Arabian. Cod. decreed, 
That a Biſhop dying, notice of his Death .ſhall be given ro all Churches and Mone- 
feries in the Pariſh, that Prayer may be made for him. And Can. 11. it decreed, 
That ſuch as deny'd their Faith, ſhould do many years Penance. 

The. ſecond Council of Nice, AZ, 3. 6. ſaith, Let usdo all things with the Fear 
of God, asking the Interceſſions of the unſpatted Mither of God 3 as ao of the Angels, 
and all the Saints, The ſame Council, concerning Eccleſiaſtical Traditions, defines thus : 
Whoſoever ſhall dare to think otherwiſe, or reach afrer the Cuſtom of. wicked He- 
reticks, to violate Eccleſiaſtical Traditions, let him be Anathema, A&. 9. p.585. 

The fourth Lateran Council defin'd C. 1. That Bread is by the Divine Power Tran- 
ſubſtantiated into the Body, and Wine into the Blood of Chriſt, 

Berengarius, Head of the Sacramentarians, was condemn'd firſt in a Council held at 
Rome, An-1050.and by another at Mercelles under Pope Leo tlie IX. An. 1053-and al- 
ſo by another held at Lateran under Pope Nich. II. Anno 1057, where he abjur'd his 
Herefie, and dy'd a Catholich, . And laſtly, his Herefie was condemn'd in the 4th. 
great Council of Lateran, by 1285 Fathers, In which Council alſo Tranſubſtantiation 
was defined, as is ſaid above, 

The Council of Conſtance ( ended under Pope Martin the V.) Anno 1418. cont 
demned Fo. Wickliffe, Fo. Huſs, and Jer. of Prague for Hereticks. 

The Council of Florence Decret. Sup. union. Facobino. (fy Armenor. defin'd, That by 
Virtue of the words of Conſecrartion, the Subſtance of rhe Bread is converted into 
the Body of Chriſt, and the Subſtance of the Wine into his Blood, In the fame 
_ it defines Penance to be a Sacrament, and that the EfteR of ir, is Abſolution 
from ſin.

Wis you ſee here own'd by a general Conſent of Haly Fathers to be the D3- 
frme of the Primitive Church, the very ſame is deliver'd down to us by 
an uninterrupted Tradition, as the Faith and DoFrine of che fame Church. And chat 
Apoſtolical Tradirion is the true Rule of Chriſtian Faith, ſhall be yer here proy'd b 

the Teſtimony of Holy Scriptures, and of thoſe Primitive Fathers. And firſt, in 2 Theſſ. 
2-15. Therefore Brethren ſtand ye faſt, and hold rhe Traditions which ye have learn'd, 
whether by Ward, or by our Epiſtle. Phil. 4. Thoſe things which you have been 
taught, and heard, and ſeen in me, thoſe do ye. 2, Tim, 22+ The thing thar hes 
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Speculum Ecclefuaſticum. 
haſt heard of me before many Witneſſes, the ſame commend thou to. faithful men, 
which ſhall be fir ro teach others alſo. Fathers in the ſecond Century, St, Ireneus 
adverſ. Her. lib. 3. c. 3. If the Fathers had left us no Scripture at all, ought we nor 
to follow the order of Traditions ? 

In the third Century, Tertullian wide lib. de Preſcript. c. 17, 19, 21, 37. What I 
believe, ſays he, I receiv'd from the preſent Church, the preſent Church from the 
Primitive, that from the Apoſtles, the Apoſtles from Chriſt. In the ſame Century, 
Origen Tra#t. 29, inc. 24. Matth. ſub fin. ſaith, In our underſtanding Scripture, we muſt 
not depart from the firſt Eccleſiaſtical Tradition. 

In the fourth Century, S. Athanaſius lib. 1. de Decret. Concil. Niceni. This Do&rine, 
ſays he, we have demonſtrated to have been delivered from Hand to Hand, by Fa- 
thers to Sons, S. Hieronym, in Dialogo contra Luciferianos c, 4. Alchough, ſays he, ir 
were not under the Authority of Ho!y Scripture, yet the Conſent of the whole World 
in rhis part gives ir the Authority of a Precept. For there are alſo many things, 
which by Tradition are obſerved in the Churches, thar challenge ro themſelves t 
Authority of Written Laws. Epiphanius Hereſ. 61. ſaith, We muſt uſe Traditions, for 
the Scriptures have not all things, &gc. ' 

In the fifth Century, S. Fo. Chryſoſtom, Hom. 4. in 2 Theſſ. 2. It is evident, ſays he, 
char the Apoſtles did not deliver all things by Writing, but many things withour, and 
theſe be as worthy Credir as the other. S. Auguſtine Ep. 118. ad Fanuar. ſaith, Bur 
thoſe things which we, and the whole World obſerve, wichout any Authority of 
Writing, but only of Tradition, *tis to be underſtood, were commanded and appoint- 
ed to be rerain'd either by the Apoſtles, or General Councils, which are of Authority 
in the Church. And [ib. 2. contra Julianum c, 10, What they have found. in the 
Church, that have they kept 3 what they have learned, that have they taught; what 
they have receiv'd from their Fathers, that have they deliver'd to their Sons, Vid.

4 Here can be no greater Argument of a baf- 
fled and erroneous Cauſe, than when the 
Aſfertors of it are forced to maintain' it 
with manifeſt Impoſtures, The Religion 
of the Church of Rome is in great mea- 
fure owing to Legends and Forged Writings: With the 
firſt they eluded the valgar ; and with the ſecond, cir» 
cumvented the wiſer part of mankind. The Uſurpa- 
tion of re See of Rome was never ſubmitted to, nor its 
Primacy believed in the Weft, till the ſpurious Decre- 
tals of fdore Mercator were univerſally received by a 
blind and ignorant Age, and believed to be the genuine 
Decrees of Ancient Popes. No ſooner did Learning 

in to flouriſh in the laſt Age, but theſe Phantaſms 
diſappeared, were decried, and diſowned by all learned 
and ingenuous men. To produce them anew upon the 
{tage, and urge the — of them m this learned

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age, can beno other than the laſt efforts of a deſpairin 
and dying Cauſe, which wanterh both Reaſen and Trur 


to uphold it. Fo recur to theſe Forgeries, after the 
* falſeneſs and folly of them hath been deteed and de- 


monſtrated by learned men of both Communions ; 1s 
an invincible Argument , that the Dofrine of the 
Church of Rome was at firſt founded on them, and can- 
not now be maintain'd without them. 

It may juſtly be wondred, that men whoſe office and 
deſign it is to uphotd the Cauſe of the Church of Rome, 
and perſwade others of the truth of it, ſhould make uſe 
of ſuch artifices, as will infallibly, when diſcovered, 
make all ſober men ſuſpe&t her Cauſe of falſeneſs, and 
accuſe her Agents of diſhoneſty. Yet this hath been 
lately done by ſome Gentlemen of the Church of Rome, 
ina little Pamphlet, called Speculum Ecclefraſticam, or an 
Eccleſiaſtical ProſpeAive-Glafe ; wherein all the Ancient 
Forgeries of the Church of Rowe are reproduced, and 
alledged as undoubted Teſtimonies of Antiquity. An 
kmpoſture ſo groſs and palpable , that if unadviſedly 
committed, the Ignorance of this Author muſt be de- 
plorable ; if voluntarily, his Fraud muſt be deteſtable. 
Such miſerable deluſions are unfitly calculated for our 
Age, and can ſerve for no other end, than for what 


. they were at firſt invented, to amuſe Children, and ſe- 


duce weak people. 

The Author divideth his Proſpetive-Glaſs into eight 
Parts or Columes; and in them undertaketh to prove 
the DoQtrines of the Church of Rowe from Scripture, 
and the Teſtimonies of the Fathers of the Church for 
the firſt 500 years. The proofs of Scripture I ſhall not 
conſider, becaufe they are either wholly impertinent, or 
have been often anſwered by the Writers.of our Church ; 
and upon the Teſtimonies of Antiquity, I will only mw 
ome 
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fome few Obſervations: For ſo idle a Paper deſerves not 
a ſtri& and ſevere Anſwer. 

The firſt Column of our Adverfarytreateth of the 
Churches continued Succeſſion, and the tradition of all 
Chriſtian Dodrines through all Ages of the Church. 
This might well have been ſpared, and concerns no more 
' the Church of R-me, than it doth any other particular 
Church. In the Church of Erzl/and we have a Succeſſi- 
on of Biſhops continued down from the Apoſtolick times 
to this day. The nomination'or particular enumera- 
tion of them, is neither neceſary nor uſeful. None will 
deny the Churches of Epheſus, Smyrna, and Philadelphia. 
to have enjoyed a continued Series of Biſhops from the 
Apoſtles times; yet are the names. of the far greater 
part of them unknown. Neither is the Succeſſion of 
the Biſhops of Rome certain and undoubted. The im- 
mediate Succeſlors of St. Peter are at this day unknown. 
Linus moſt probably died before him. Cletus and Ana- 
cletus were moſt certainly the fame perſon, In ſucceed- 
ing Ages many great and long Schiſms happened, where- 
in two, and ſometimes three Popes together pretended 
to the Papal Chair, whoſe right was ſo dubious and un- 
certain, that Wernerus Rolluinck * profeſieth, moſt learn- 
ed and conſcientious men could not diſcern to which 
party they ought to adhere. And at this day, the 
French and Ttalian Writers agree not in compoſing a 
Catalogue of Popes ;- the firſt-placing divers among the 
Popes, which the ſecond reject as Antipopes. No other 
eminent See of the Catholick Church hath ſuffered theſe 
diviſions : So that the Succeſſion of theBiſhops of Rome: 
is more doubtful and uncertain than any other Succeſſion 
of Biſhops in the World. St. Irenezus indeed, St. Au- 


guſtin, and Optatus, alledged by this Writer, diſputing: 


againſt the Hereticks, object to than that they are up-

_ that Univerſal Church; that a ſmall and corrupt _ 
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ſtarts, men of -yeſterday, who could not deduce their 
Succeſſion from the Apoſtles; whereas their Catholicks 
had a viſible Succeſſion of - Biſhops preſiding in their 
Churches from the Apoſtles times : and to prove this, 
produce the Succeſſion of Roman Biſhops, not as of fo 
many Heads of- the Univerſal Church, but as of the Bi- 
ſhops of the moſt eminent See of the Weſtern Church. 
For the force of their Argument lay not in the particukr 
Succeſſion of the Roman Biſhops, but in the ſeveral Suc- 
ceſlions of - all the Catholick Biſhops of the Univerſal 
Church; of which they produced that of Rome as an 
example. This appears plainly from the words of Zre- 


»&us, who prefixeth this Preface to his Catalogue of 


Roman Biſhops : Secing "it is too-much to reckon up the 
Saceeſſion of all Churches, I will inflante only in "that 
of Rome : As for Succeſſion of Doctrine, we may with 
far greater juſtice claim that, than do our Adverfaries. 
For the Church of Erg/and admitteth, receiveth, and 
believeth all Dodrines 'which have been univerſally 
taught and delivered down by all Churches in all Ages ; 
and propoſeth none to her Children as neceſlary to be be- 
lieved, which have not that univerſal teſtimony : Where- 
as the'Church of Rowe commandeth feveral Doctrines to 
be believed -upon pain of Anathema, which were unknown 
to Antiquity, and are at this day denied by the greater | 


part of Chriſtians. 


The Fourth Column of*the Unity of the Church, is 
of the ſame ſtamp. We, no leſs firmly, than our Ad- 
verlaries, believe the Catholick Church ro be one: We 
willingly atiow that there is no hope of Salvation out of 
thePalc of that Church, and have always aſferted Schiſm 
to be a damnable fin. Bat that the particular Church 
of Rewe, or in Communion with” the See of Rome, is

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falſe and erroneous Opinions never was, nor ſhall be in- 
termixed ; we do not believe, and it never can be pro- 
ved. Now all the Teſtimonies alledged by our Author 
amounts to no more than this, That'the Church of Chriſt 
is indefecible, ever did and always ſhall exift. That 
the whole Faith of Chriſt is always taught and preſerved 
in it; and that in her Boſom Salvation may ever be 
found and obtained : But all this doth no more concern 
The Church of Rome, than it doth the Church of Zng- 
land. Our Author indeed alledgeth Three paſhges , 
wherein the'Church of Rome is particularly mentioned : 
The firſt is a' Complement of St. Cypriar's to Pope Corne- 
lids, That to St. Peter's Chair Infidelity cannot have ac- 
ceſs. This hath been oftentimes anſwered by onr Di- 
vines, and is indeed a meer Compliment, or at moſt, a 
declaration of his expeCtations groundedWpon the pro- 
ſpeA>of a Learned and Orthodox Clergy, which then 
preſided 'in the See of Rome. Beſides ' infinite places of 
the Ancients might be produced, wherein they beſtow 
, no leſs Encomiums upon particular Churches, which by 
the confeſſion of our Adverſgries not only may, but 
have actually fallen from the Faith. Thus St. /gnatius 
faith, the Church of Epheſus was predeſtinated before al 
Ages, to continue for ever in a permanent and unchangeable 
glory. An expreſſion which infinitely ſurpaſſeth St. Cy- 
prians Compliment. The Second paſlage is taken from 
Vittor. Vitenfis, whom our Author ignorantly calls 2/ti- 
cenſis, where Eugenius Biſhop of Carthage being urged 
by the Arian Tyrant ZHunnericus to give an account of 
his Faith, deſired leave to ſend to all his Fellow Biſhops 
in the whole Catholick Church that they might meet in 
a General Council, particularly to the Biſhop of Rowe, 
who'was the moſt eminent Biſhop of the Weſtern Church 
and firſt Patriarch of the World. For no General'Coun- 
cil 
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cil could be held without the preſence of all the Patri- 
archs either by themſelves, or by their Legates. That 
Eugenius defired not the preſence or advice of the Pope 


for any belief of his Infallibility, is manifeſt from what 
Viftor * immediately ſubjoins , that Eugenius ſaid this, 


not becauſe there were wanting men in Africa, who Vandal. 1. 2. 


were able to refute the objections of the Arians, and vin- 
dicate the Catholick Cauſe : But that fuch Biſhops might 
be drawn into Africa, as feared not the threats and vio- 
lence of Zſunnericus, —_ none of his natural Subjects. 
The third is a paſſage of St. Cyril of Hieruſalem in his 
Apol againſt Rufinus, that the Roman Faith, com- 
— by the Apoſtles , cannot be changed. Of 'this 
Apology I fhall ſpeak ſomewhat hereafter : To 'the 
words alledged, I need only ſay, our Adverſaries can 
never prove that unchangeable Faith, which the Apoſtle 
commended, to be the Faith of the preſent Church of 
Rome. | ; 
Thus have we proved three of our Authors - eight 
Columns to be wholly trifling and impertinent;I will next 
obſerve his ignorance and miſtakes of Chronology. St. 
Cyprian is by him placed before Origen ; when as the 
latter was a famous Writer of the Church” long before 
the firſt was converted to the Faith, [Gregory Nyſſen'and 
St. Hierom are ranked before Athanafins ; who was a Bi- 
ſhop before either of the other were born. Tertulian 
before Theophilus Antiochenus, who was a Biſhop near 
Twenty five years before the other was made Prieſt. 
Vittor Vitenfis placed in the beginning of 'the 4th Age, 
who lived in the end of the: 5th. But our honeſt Au- 
thor, becauſe he writ of a Perſecution, thought he muſk 
neceſſarily mean an Heathen Perſecution; and'therefore: 
ſer him before Ladtgntius. - In the: fame manner he pla- 
ceth St. Cril. of Alexandria before St.Chryſofoii; arid St. 
H Ambroſe 
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Ambroſe before St. Athanafius. But Chronology is not 


the buſjneſs of our Author. Let us next view his Crt 
ticiſm-: where we. ſhall-find all rhe Fables and Forgeries 
of Ancient 'and+latter times adapted and produced by 
him. | 1 | 

[ begin with the Decretals of the Ancient Popes ; out 
of which he cites the Epiſtles of St. Clemens, Anacletus, 
and Pius, It were: ſuperfluous to-reſume an Argument 
ſo often cleared, and.to —_ theſe Epiſtles to be ſpu- 
rious, if we had not to deal with a generation of men, 
whoſe either ignorance or effrontery requireth it. This 
hath been often confeſſed, and at large demonſtrated by 
Learned Writers of the Church of Rowe, but more fully 


| bythe Reformed Divines: .-Infomuch that it is Jong 


fince become a received and undoubted opinion among 
alt the learned men of both Communions. And indeed 
the thing is manifeſt beyond all conteadiction ; For no 
Pope, Father, or Writer, before the gth Age ever made 
mention of them. The Vulgar Verſion of the Bible is 
conſtantly uſed in them, which was not compoſed till 
the beginning of the fifth Age. They are almoſt wholly 
made up of an - infinite number of paſſages ſtoln from 
the Writings, Canons 'and Conſtitutions of Authors, 
Councils, Popes and Emperors, who lived between the 
Fhird and the Ninth Age. They are neither ap__ to 
the genius,nor neceſſities of thoſe times: Frequently they 
a__ Hereſies, which began not till the 4th Age. Are 
full of- ridiculous Anachroniſms, barbarous Phraſes, and 
fooliſhSoleciſms , which thote firſt and purer Ages could 
not be guilty of.- Laſtly, ehey mention many points of 
Diſcipline and Eccleſiaſtical Terms , which were un- 
known, to; the three firſt Ages, and not introduced till 
ſome Ages;after. - Not. only the falſity of thefe Decre- 
tals is. apparent and confelled ; but their Author and 

| Age 
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e can be aſſigned. They were firſt publiſhed to the 
World by Ricx/phus = of Mentz, who received them 
from Ifdore Mercator in the beginning of the Ninth Ape. 
Bellarmin, Baronins , Perron, and' Petavins acknowledg 
them to be dubious, and dare not defend them. But 
latter Criticks of the Church of Rowe openly confeſs 
them to be ſpurious. Thus Labbe and Coffart in their 
Colleion of Councils, affix a note of falſity to every 
one of them : And particularly give this Cenfure of moſt 
of them : That they are eſteemed ſuppoſititions by learned 
Catholicks. Baluzzus + gives an account of their Original,

progreſs. and reception in the Ga/lican Cnurch : And ad Reginot, 


Du Pin affirmeth, They are rejefted with a common con- 
ſent. © | 
The ſpurious Writings of Dionyfus the Areopagzte, 
come next to be conſidered : Which forgery our Au- 
thor ſo fully believeth, that he ever placeth them im- 
mediately after the Holy Scriptures. That they belon 
not to the Areopagzte is manifeſt from the univerſal f1- 
lence of the ancients, till the Sixth Age : The fubtile 
argumentation and. elaborate ſtile of them far different 
from the ſimplicity . of. the Apoſtoltck times. They 
were writ in the flourithing eſtate of the Church ; and. 
therefore make no mention of -Martyrs or Perfecations ; 
but rather frequently oppoſe the Hereſte of Arias. The 
Author of them cites the Apocalypſe of St. Fohn, and 
Igxatius his Epiſtles, particularly that to the Romans, 
written juſt before his Martyrdoat itt the year 107:Jong 
alter the Areopagites death. I might add, that he 
mentions many Ceremonies not introduced into the -. 
Church till the Fourth Age; ſpeaks of the Order of 
Monks, and: cites St..C/emens of Alexandria. But I necd 
riot infiſt-.any; longer upon a' thing fo evident. The 
lallty of thele Writings is codfelied, and: ny 1

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by: Petavius, Morinus, Launoy, Oudin, Du Pin, and' many 
other learned Authors of. the Church:of Rome, 

_ The Commentaries of -Theophilus-Bifh1p of Antioch up- 
on. the Goſpels, -are: moſt certainly the produt of a 
Latin Writer , and therefore ſpurious. Such Commen- 
taries were indeed anciently extant under Zheophilus lis 
name ;. but were rejeted by St. Zierom(a) as ſuppoſititi- 
ous. As for thoſe we now have, they were forged af- 
ter... St, Cyprian's time. For the Author tranſcribes a 
paſſage out of Cypriar's ſixth. Epiſtle ro Magnus. ''Upon 
which account, Labbe and Du Pin doeſteem this Work 
to be ſpurious. The Oration- of St. Fippolitus th: 
Conſummation. of the World, is of the ſame ſtamp , as 
appears from the barbarous ſtile, childiſh expreſſions, 
and fooliſh Fables, which may be found in it. For which 
reaſons Du Pix faith, It is very uncertain, and may be 


juſtly calfd in queſtion. 


© But to what miſerable ſhifts is onr Author reduced, 
when he citeth the Epiſtle of St. 4thanafius to Pope Fe- 
lix ; an Epiſtle forged by Adore Mercator, together with 
the Decretals , and almoſt wholly patch't up out of the 
Adts of the Lateran Council under Pope Martin,in the year 
649 : And wherein Athanafins tells Felix; that he had 
been ordained. Biſhop at Rome by his facred hands ; 
whereas the true Athanaſius was ordained at Alexan- 
dria more than Forty years before Felix was made 
Binius acknowledgeth it to be ſpurious, and Labbe 
yes this ſcornful cenſure of it *Ad malasMercatoris 
© merces has inepte farraginis quiſquilias. *© Baronius, 
© altique eruditi viri ablegant ; which I wilt not tranſlate, 
leſt I ſhould be thought to rail, inſtead of confuting.

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the name of another, to whom it was never before at- 
tributed , can be no other.than groſs ignorance. Our 
Author citeth St. Fierom's Third Apology againſt Rufs 
finus under the name of St..Cyril of Fijeru/alem, wha 
was dead many years before the name of Rufinus was 
known, or this Apology written. Whether this was a 
matter of deſign, . that the Reader might never be able 
to conſult the place, our Author can beſt tell. Cer- 
tainly the paſlage is infinitely trifling and impertinent: 
For St. Hierom accuſing Ryfinus of a forgery in publiſh- 


ing at Rome an Apology for Origen, under the name of ,, 


Pamphilus the Martyr, tells him he had miſt of his deſign ; 
For the Romans did not believe it to be the Work of that 
Martyr : And then adds,that the Rowan Faith,commended 
by the Apoſtle, could not be impoſed upon by ſuch tricks. 
This is a piece of flattery, which even no ſober Papi/t will 
allow to be ſtritly true. For all grant that the whole 
Church may be deceived in judging a matter of fact ; 
ſuch is, whether this or that Author writ ſuch a Trea- 
tile. And the Church of Rome hath been aQually de- 
Iyded by many Impoſtures of this nature, as the Spuri- 
ous. Decretals of Ihdore Mercator , which ſhe received 
and uſed as genuine for many Ages. But not to depart 
from this very inſtance, Sr. ZZerom hath ſufficiently re- 
futed his own words by impoſing upon the Romans, in 
perſwading them that this Apology, tranſlated and 
publiſhed by Rufinus, was not the work of Pamphilus, 
but of Euſebins. For it truly belonged to the former. 
Euſebius indeed added Five Books to it. But thoſe were 
not tranſlated by Ruffinus. 

That the Book de Cena Domini ſhould in this Age be 
cited under the name of Cyprian, may be juſtly ad- 
mired ; when it is not only confefled by all to be ſpu- 
rious, but the true Author of it is known, Arnoldus -

. $t. Ambroſe's Work of the Sacraments hath been calſd 
in queſtion by many great and learned men of the-Re- 
formed Churches. It it ſhould be allowed in the main to 
belong to St. Ambroſe ; they muſt, however, grant that 
it hath been miſerably interpolated and corrupted by 
htter hands. For Bertram citeth ſeveral places out of 
it, which cannot now be found in it. But if this be du- 
bious, it is moſt certain that the Sermons of St. Ambroſe 
are ſpurious : Being no other'than a ColleAion of the 
Sermons of ſeveral Authors, ſome more, others leſs 
ancient. This Be/armin and Labbe acknowledg. Ma- 
ny of them may be found among the Sermons of Maxi- 
mus Taurinenfis, and particularly that of St. Peter and 
Paul, cited by our Author. The books de Paenitentia, 
Petrus Soto ( a ) maintains to be ſpurious ; and ſome 


like manner Eraſmus contends that the Homilies of 
Origen upon the Pſalms are ſpurious , and Bellarmin 
placeth them among the dubious Writings. But in 
theſe Two laſt Caſes, nothing certain can be deter- 
mined. 

The books de Vifrtatione Infirmorum , cited by our 
Author, under the name of St. 4ugu/tin, Bellarmiu and 
Labbe confeſs to be ſpurious. That they are fo, need 
no other argument than the fooliſh arguments and bar- 
barous ſtile of 'them, anworchy of the judgment and 
learning of St. Auguſtin. Eraſmus giveth this Cenſure 
of them , The _ of a prating Fellow, who had neither 
Wit wor Leatning. What ſhame 0 reaſon have thoſe per- 
ſons left, who obtruite ſuch Writings to us under the name 
of Augaftin > Onr Author Tefers us t6 the Secorid or 
i ® 
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of ' this Treatiſe for a proof of Sacerdotal confeſſion. 
There indeed we may find this Confeſſion commended, 
adviſed and enjoyned (which is alſo done by the Church 
of Evx/and ) but in the mean while the neceſſity of it 
difowned, and the ſufficiency of a private confeſſion to 
God acknowledged. For the Author blaming ſome 
perſons who dehorted men from Sacerdotal confeſſion, 
faith, . Let not the ſuperſtition of theſe Dreamers ſeduce 
yau, which confirmeth finners in their reſolutions of not 
canfeſling; to a Prieſt , Quia ſalvat Sacerdote inconſulto 
ad Dewm peccatorum confeſſio: Becauſe confeſſion of fins to 
God without conſulting. any Prieſt, is ſufficient to Salvation : 
Where he plainly allows the truth of this propofition, 
but blames the ill application of ir. - But becaufe our 
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Author refers us to this ſpurious Treatiſe ; I would defire © extermi- 
him to turn one Page farther , where he will find the nanda. cordis

der the name of St. Juſtin Martyr, are on all ſides con- 
felled to be ſuppoſititious , particularly by Bellarmin , 
Lahbe, and Pu Pin. The juſtice of this Cenſure is 
evidently evinced - from the frequent mention therein, 
made of the Manichees, who were not heard of till 
more than a Hundred years after Juſtin's death. The 
Lamentation of Oripes 1s the trifling produdt of ſome 
fookſh Latin Writer ; and therefore juſtly rejedted- as 
ſpurious by Bellarmin, Baronius, ( a 
and Du Pin. I might add, that it was formerly con- 


demned by Pope Gelaftus,if his Decretal were not equally 
ſpurious. However, that excuſeth not -our Author ; 
ince that Decretal is univerſally received by all the 
Writers of the Church of Rome. . - .

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Our Author citeth, - Two- Fragments of Euſebius Alex- 
anudrinus out of Fodocas 'Coccius. But we have great 
reaſon to believe, that they are-not genuine. For Fuſe» 
bins Cefarienfis (a) in mentioning Euſe bius Alexandri- 
us, ſpeaks not one word of his Writings ; which that ac- 
curate . Hiſtorian .-would by no means have omitted , 
if . there had heen any known in his time. No one 
of the Ancients make the leaſt mention: of ſuch a 
Writer :. Nor was he ever heard of till Ceccius and Tur- 
rain produced ſome fragments out of his Homilies. As 
for Coccius, he had not skill enough in this kind to paſs 
2 critical judgment upon the Writings of the ancients : 
and Turrain. cannot be ſecurely truſted, For all the 
World knows with how great violence he maintained the 
Apoſtolick Canons and Conſtitutions to be genuine: A 

fition which none bat fools and mad men can be- 
lieve. 

The Arabick Canons of the firlt Council of Nice, are a 
no leſs fooliſh than evident forgery of latter times. Al 
the Greek and Latin Copies give us no more than 
XX. Canons of that Council. Gelafius Cyzicenus faith 

(4) Hiſt. Con. (4) no more were made. The African Biſhops ſending 
. Nic.1.2.. 39. jnto the Eaſt for true and corretLopies of them, receive 
from Atticus of Conſtantinople,and Cyril of Alexandria no 
more than XX. and theſe LXXX. Arabick Canons were 
never heard of till brought out of the Eaſt in the laſt 
Age by the Legates ſent by Pius IV. to: the Patriarch of 
p as to invite him to the Council of 7rent. But 
I need not 'uſe many -arguments. They ſufficiently 
betray themſelves by the frequent mention of Names, 
Rites, 'and Cuſtoms which obtained not in the Church 
till after the Council of Nzce. I will inſtance only in: 
their ſeveral Conſtitutions, about Monaſteries, Monks 
and Nuns, as that they be ſhaved, and uſe as diſtintt.ha-.

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bit from the reſt of mankind ; cuſtoms which were nor 
known till ſome Ages after. And that we may not ſeem 
ſingular in making this Cenſure, the Learned Abraham Ec- 
chellenfis (c) conteſſeth, That many of them were forged, (c) Prefar. ad 
others changed, and all accommodated by the ſeveral © 
Sets of the Eft to their ſeveral Ages and Perſwaſiors. 
The ſincerity of our Author deſcrveth next to be con- 
ſidered, which I fear would be found very ſmall if I had 
time and leiſure to compare all his Citations with the 
Originals. Thoſe few which I have compared, give me 
a juſt ſuſpicion of his fraudulent dealing 1n the reſt, and 
may reaſonably create the fame prejudice in all his Rea- 
ders. I will produce a few Inſtances. In the Fifth Co- 
ſurin he citeth theſe words of [reneus ( a), How can = 
they be aſſured the Bread is made the Body of our Lord 2 (4) L- 4 c57. 
In the Original it is eſe Carpas ſuum, where he hath * - 
Tranſlated eſe to be made. A few lines after he produ- 
ceth a paſſage of 7ertallian, which go man in his right 
wits could ever have alledged for Tranſubſtantiation : 
For the intire ſentence is one of the moſt pregnant Te- 
ſtimonies of all Antiquity, againſt that monſtrous opini- 
on ; the words are theſe 4, The Bread taken and di- 
feributed to his Diſciples, he made his Body, 2 ſaving This (+) Adv. Mar- 
is my Body, that is, the Figure of my Bodly. Our Author es 
hath cut off the latter part, and given us only the firſt 
words of this Paſſage. What name ought juſtly to be gi- 
ven to this Artifice, lect others judg ; but certainly none 
can call it ſincerity. The corruption of Juſtin Martyr in 
the 7th Column is no leſs groſs and evident ; where our 
Author citeth rheſe words out of his Second Apology : 
We worſhip them ( the good Angels) both by words and 
deeds, even as we our ſelves have been taurht and inſtru: 
ed. The Greek words are theſe , aiyu v4 atne/g nudrns, x; 
err? Carole wats; iS x hp, apr; Reg firres ; hon 1ur- 
inz them both in word and de2d pa freely teaching every 
I One 
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one who defireth to learn thoſe things wherein we been 
inſtrufted. A little before, he had cited Diony/ius the 
Areopagite, for Prayers to the departed Saints, where he 
wilfully miſtakes that Writers meaning ; and what the 
Counterfeit Diony/tus ſpeaks of the Prayers of our pious 
Fellow-Chriſtians here on Earth, applieth to Prayers 
made to departed Saints ; and not only fo, but falſifieth 
his words in more than one place; the paſſage is this *; '

If any one defirins the Divine Graces, and be well 
diſpoſed for the reception of them, ſhall (' as being conſcious 
of his own unworthineſs ) come to ſome holy man, and defire 
him to aſſiſt him, and pray together with him, he ſhall re- 
ceive hence the greateſt benefit. The words thus juſtly 
Tranſlated, do neither favour nor relate to Prayers to 
the Dead. In the ſame Column he hath produced ſome 
words of St. Chryſoſtem *, with no more ingenuity ; for 
he tranſlates mwaxgaA&aÞ avres, Let us pray to them ; 1ndeed. 
the word e&:5u4v follows, Let us dere them, ( which-yet 
our Author after his wonted manner exaggerates, Let us 
heartily beſeech them ) : But that this was a meer rheto- 
rical Flight, may be demonſtrated beyond all doubt ; for 
in the immediately foregoing ſentence he ſpeaks much 
greater things of their dead Reliques, and Repoſitories ; 
to which yet even our Author will grant that: Prayers 
are not in a ſtrict and proper ſenſe to be addreſled : 
In this Fire of Devetion, faith he, let us fall down to their 
Reliques ; let us embrace their Repoſitories ; for even the 
Repoſitories of Martyrs have great Virtue, as the Boyes 
of Martyrs have great Force. Theſe Rhetorical Apo- 
ſtrophes are frequent to all Orators, ard ought 
not 
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not to be drawn into Dogmatical Propoſitions. 
I return now to conſider our Authors Columns ſepa- 
rately. The Second is about the Primacy of the Pope, 
and conſiſts of ſome Teſtimonies of the Fathers, which 
abating the ſpurious ones, inſinuate no more than that 
St. Peter was Prince or Firſt of the Apoſtles, the Founda- 
tion upon which the Church was built,and the Keeper of 
the Keys of the Kingdom of Heaven; all this we rea- 
dily acknowledg : None ever denied a Primacy of Or- 
der to St. Peter ; the Scripture aſſures us that the Apo- 
ſtles were all Foundations of the Church ; and our Savi- 
our committed the Keys of the Kingdom of HKeaven to 
them all : If any of theſe Teſtimonies ſeem to attribute 
ſomewhat greater and more eminent to St. Peter, we 
are to conſider that Orators ſeldom contain themſelves 
within the ſevere bounds of truth, when they ſet them- 
ſelves to make an Encomium of any. The Ancients * 
ſpeak no leſs things of St. Pau, and attribute to him no 
leſs ſwelling Titles, as might eaſily be proved, if our in- 
tended brevity would permit it. I will produce only 
ſome paſſages of St. Chryſoffom *, who calls ' him The *HominRom.

70. of this Column : The firſt our Author thought ſo con- 
ſiderable, that he choſe againſt his uſual cuſtom to give 
it us in Zatin: It is part of the Inſcription of St. /gna- 
tius's Epiſtle to the Rowavs, wherein he calls them the 
ſauttified and illuminated Church, which prefides in the 
Country of the Remans. Thele inſcriptions of Epiſtles 
were according to the Cuſtom of the Ealtern Nations,

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Rome: The-laſt Teſtimony is taken from Socrates - 
and S:z-men atteſting that the Eaſtern Synods were not 
yalid , unleſs confirmed by the Pope ; 'that he had a 
peculiar Priviledge of reſtoring Biſhops unjuſtly de- 
poſed , and that to him belonged the care of all the 
Churches. But firſt, neither of the Hiftorians affirm, 
That the Pope had any fuch priviledge which was not - 
common to the other Patriarchs. For it was the con- 
ſtant cuſtom of the Ancient Church, that in all emer- 
gent occaſians of the Church , the Patriarchs ſhguld in- 
terpole their judgments , as being more peculiarly 
obliged to it, by that eminent ſtation which” they 
among, other Biſhops ; Not that the judgment of 
every one was authoritative, or immediately put in ex- 
ecution{for their judgments were oft-times contrary )but 
they thereby only declared what they thought juſt and 
Canonical, which if it was not- performed, they with 
the Biſhops ſubject to them , uſed to deny communion 
to the other party. Beſides, there was a particular rea- 
ſon in the caſe mentioned by theſe Hiſtorians. For 
Athanafias being depoſed by the 4riavs, both Catholicks 
and Arians had fubmitted the Arbitration of the whole 
. cauſe to Pope Julius. As for the confirmation of Councils; 
" no Council could beGeneral, till approved by all the Patri- 
archs ; & therefore if a Synod were held in the Eaſt, where- 
in the Rowan Patriarch was preſent , — himſelf, 
ner by his Legates ; no wonder if theDecrees of it obliged. 
not the Weſtern Patriarchate; till confirmed by the Pope. 
For no more did the Weſtern Synods oblige the Eaftern 
Churches, tilt confirmed by the Eaſtern Patriarchs. 
 TheF/tk Calumn treateth of7rauſubtantiation,wherew 
in. moſt of the Teſtimonies produced by ourAnthor,ſay no 
more than that the Euchariſtical elements afterConſecrs- 
tion are the Body and Blood of our Lord. This we alſo af-

what he meantzhe ſpoke of Sacraments,or a ſacramental pre- 
ſence. This 1% 2 ſufficiently explains the following 
Clauſe cited by our Author,unleſs we can ſuppoſe St. Au-- 
g4ftin in this obſcure ſentence to have contradicted the 
Dodtrineby him plainly delivered in the precedentWords, 

The Sixth Column corncerns Sacramental Confeſſion , 
Prieſtly Abſolution and Penance; and in all refpects is 
wholly impertinent ; as may appear by theſe few conſi- 
derations. ' Firſt, Then the Church of Eng/and retain- 
eth and adviſeth to her Children Confeſſion, Abſolution 
and Penance ; But then ſhe maketh not the firſt abſo-. 
lutely neceſſary to Salvation ; nor the Szcond a judicial, . 
but only declaratory a& ; nor the Third properly fſatis-, 
factory for ſins: Nor do any of the Teſtimonies produ-, 
ced by our Author , prove theſe poſitions. Secondly, 
The Confeſſion uſed in the ancient Church was not Au-; 
ricular, but publick ; not lodged in the breaſt of the 
Prieſt, but made before the whole Congregation. And: 
when afterwards about the time oftheDecianPerſecution. - 
theſe confeſſions became ſo numerous, that the Church 
could not hear them all , a Penitentiarius was choſen 
out of the Presbyters to receive them , he did not- 
keep them ſecret to himſclf, but only paſs judgment: 
which were fit to be made known to the whole Church, - 
and to be performed in the publick Congregation, and 
which not. 3. Abſolution of the Prieſt was not be- 
ſieved to be judicial or authoritative, and immediately 


to ablolye before -God ,- but only declaratory of the 
; pro- 
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+ promiſes of pardon made by God to all penitent finners, 
and to have no other neceflary effect, than the reſtorihp 
of the penitents to the peace of the Church. This may 
be proved by that very patlage of St. Hierom, which our 
Author citeth,where he compareth thePrieſtly abſolution, 
to the cleanſing of Lepers by the Prieſts under*the old 
"Law ; a compariſon very frequent with the Fathers.For as 
. the Jewiſh Prieſts made not the-Lepers clean,but only de- 
. clared them ſo to be,and ſuppofed them tobe clean before 
-their declaration ; otherwiſe the declaration would not in 
-theleaſt have contributcd to their cleanſing:Soa ſfacerdotal 
Abſolution remits not the guilt of ſins,but fuppoſeth them 
to have been before remitted by God, and declareth fo to 
« be;otherwilſe the abſolation of aPrieſt will avail the ſinner 
nothing, nor ſet him right in the Court of Heaven. 4. Pe- 
-nancein the ancient Church was chiefly intended, not as 
a fatisfaction to God for the- violation of his Laws, but 
as a ſatisfaQion to the Church, for the ſcandal given to 
others, and reproach drawn upon the whole Church 
by the former crimes or irregular practice of the peni- 
rents : And therefore was ever augmented or relaxed 
- according to the various- exigenczes or neceflities of 
"times. 5. fn the ancient Church, Penance ever preceded 
-Abſolut ion, and was the means of obtaining it: Whereas 
.in the Church of Rome , the Penitent is firſt abſolv'd, 
and then ſome ſubſequent Penance is impoſed on him : 
Which takes away the very nature of Penance, Confeſ- 
ſion and Abfolution, as they were uſed and deſigned 
"the ancient Chriſtians ; and tends only to the interetts of 
the Prieſt, and deluſion of private ſouls. 

The Seventh Column undertaketh to prove the law- 
fulneſs of Arwocation or Prayer to Saints , and that they 
pray. for us : the latter we need not deny ;. but main- 
tain, that that will not warrant the former.. - $o that 
when all the ſpurious Teſtimonies, thofe which we bu 
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already anſwered, and thoſe which prove only that 'the 
departed Saints pray for us, be expunged ; there remain 
no more than one of St. Ambroſe ( for that of St. Z7ierom 
is 2 pow hiſforical Apoſtrophe ) and one of Theodorer. 
As tor the firſt , I might juſtly oppoſe the authority 
of ſome learned men, who maintain this Book de Yiduis, 
whence the paſlage is taken, to be fuppoſititious. But 
I will content my ſelf to fay, That our Author hath 
falſely trariſlated the place, by rendring 03/ecrandi ſiont 
eli pro nobis,ut,&tc, Obſecrandi funt Martyres We are to 
defere the aſiſtance of the Angels; we are to pray. tothe Mar- 
tyrs: Whereas the words do not in theleaft inſinuate ah 
Exhortation of Prayer to be made to them by us; but 
only a with, that they would pray for us, and that we 


ſhould gratefully accept their charitable kindneſs in ſodo- 1 De curand. 
ing. The Paſſage || of 7headerer, as cited by our Author, aſe. ewe, 
1s 2 plain forgery. For Theodoret fpeaks not one Syllable © 


of praying to the Martys; arid what our Author tran- ' 
ſhtes, beſeech them as Holy men to intercede to' God for 
them, is no more in the Greet than this, os Ives 2 2109 
Mis yegtes alu drdpes, We honour,or reverence them as holy mew. 
The laſt Toluma treateth of Purgatory,and Prayer for 
the dead. The firſt we believe to beaFableand to have no 
ground, exther in Scripture or Antiquity. The fecond our 
Church doth not condemn, only hath pradently omitted 
it in the publick Service,becanſe it is a thing dubious in it 
&lf, and not approved by Scripture. The uſe of it in the 
Ancient Church, doth not in theleaft provethe belief of 
Purgatory. - For they anciently prayed for all Saifits d& 

parted whatſoever, even for the bleſſed Virgin, Apoſtles, 
Martyrsand Confeſlors ; and their Prayers reſpeed not 
alleviation of freedom from any internal Puniſhment, 
bur only the day of Judgment, that God would haſten it; 
and when that comes, receive all departed Souls into the 
beatifical Viſion , which they generally believed was 
K not 
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not beftowed 'to the departed Saints till the day of 
ſudgment. - That Purgatory was anciently believed, 


-pur Author's Teſtimonies do in no wiſe prove. . Some 


of them indeed mention a purging Fire ; But that Fire 
was not to exiſt till the Day of Judgment, when al 


\Souls were to paſs through it, and to continue a ſhorter 


or longer time in it, according to their greater or leſſer 


Purity. No intermediate puniſhment between Death 
and Judgment was believed, beſides the delay of Re- 
furreQion; if that can properly be called a puniſhment, 


There remains only to conſider our Author's Cata- 
togue of general Councils : Wherein he hath committed 


many groſs , and, asI fear, wilful miſtakes. "He makes 


Pope Sylveſter preſide over the Council of Nice; but Exſe- 
bius and Socrates,whom he citeth,fay no ſuch thing.Baro- 
nius indeed faith it: but all the World knows the contrary. 
For Hofius Biſhop of Corduba preſided, and ſubſcribed in 
his-own'name before the Legates of Pope Sylveſter. That 
Damaſas preſided'over the firſt Council of Conſtantinople, 
is ſo egregiouſly falſe ; that. that Council was both be- 
gun and ended without ſo:much as the knowledg of the 
Pope, or any other Weſtern Biſhops. That Cyril! Pa- 
triarch of Alexandria, not Pope Celeſtin, preſided ovet 
the” Council of Epheſus, is manifeſt from rhe Acts of 
that Council, from the Commiſſion given to him by 
the Emperor for that purpoſe, and from all the Hiſto- 
rians of thoſe times. Cyril indeed ated for Pope Ce- 
teſtin', but not as preſident, but as one -Fellow- 
Biſhop manageth | the Proxy of another here in Fng- 
land, in the Houſe of Lords. In the Council of ch 
cedon Pope Leo's Legates were fo far from preſidin 

that all the Canons of the Council were made jn their 
abſence, and not only without, but againſt their conſent. 
For when the Legates in the next Seflion proteſted againſt 
the Canons, they were over-ruled by the Counci and 


forced 
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forced to ſubmit. That Pope mo preſided over the 


Fifth General Gouucil, or Secon 
impudent a Falſhood, that it might with equal reaſon be 

ended that Luther or Calvin preſided over the. Coun- 
cil of: Trent : For Vigilius who was then at Conftantinn- 


ple, gathered an oppoſite Convention of Weflerr Bi- 


ſhops, wherein publiſhing a long Conſtitution or Decree 
in favour of the 7ria Capitula, he concludes with. s. ſe- 
vere Cenſure and gy of al{ who ſhould here- 
after Write, Teach, .or Propoſe any thing contrary to 
his Decree, which he knew was then in deinnin che 
General Council. The Popes Conſtitution was read in 
the Council, and notwithſtanding it was Decreed, Cav. 


' 12, 13, 14. That whoſoever defended the 7ria Capitula,

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or even did not Anathematize them, ſhould be himſelf 
Anathematiz'd. After the Concluſion of the Council,and 
not till then,//ig/lius ſubmitted,and writing an Epiſtle to 
Entychius Patriarch of Conftantinople , who had preſided 
over theCouncil,profeſſeth he was now very ſorry that by 
the inſtigation of the Devil he had diſſented trom the 
Council,and in contempt of brotherlyCharity had openly 
difagreed from them, and contended with them ; that 
now he was convinced of his Errors, and therefore re- 
tracting his former ations, ratified and ſubmitted to the 
Decrees of the Council. In the Seventh General Coun- 
cil our Author reckoning up the Hereticks condemned 
by it, as Paulus, Sergius, Cyrus, Theodoftus, comes off with 
an &c, the meaning of which may eaſily be diſcovered ; 
for this &*c. was invented to fave the reputation of Pope 
Honorius, who together with the reſt was Anathemati- 
zed by the Council as a notorious and peſtilent Heretick. 
The Second Council of Nice was formerly denied to be 
General by Theodorus Studites , altho a great Patron 
of Image-Worſhip ; and was condemned in the fame-age 
by the great Council of Fraxcfort, The Fourth Council of

of Conftantinople, is ſo. 
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Fhe Speculum cox fider d. 
Conftantineple in the Year 869 was ever accounted s 
Schiſmatical Conventicle by the Greek Church. AU the 
following Councils were confined tothe We#, and want- 
ed both the Preſence and Suffrage of the Eaftern Pa- 
triarchs, and conſequently were not Oecumenical : Ma- 
ny of them are not at this day univerſally received in the 
Church of Rome ; and others are rejeted and condemned 
by the Gallican Church, as the Firſt Second, Third, and 
Fourth of Lateran, Firſt, and Second of Lyoxs, as to the 
Conſtitutions and' Canons injurious to the Civil Right of 
Princes : The Councils of Florence, and Fifth of Lateray, 
are wholly rejeed by her, and the Council of 7rext but 
in-part received : Our Author pretendeth, that in the 
Council of Florexce. the Greeks were united to the 
Church of Reme, and fubſcribed the Union. 1f a forced 
compliance of a few Biſhops compelled by the threats 
and force of their Emperor can be call'd an union, this 
was indeed one : Bat many of them fubſcribed for fear 
of Death, and moſt for fear of ſtarving, as SwveFer Spu- 
ropulus an Eye-witneſs afſureth us; and all of chem when 
returning home, were fo deteſted and: hated- by their 
Country-men, that they were cfteemed worſe than, Infi- 
dels, and not permitted tobe buried in- holy Ground.
